“Mental discipline,” says, “is not 
real purpose.” 

Well, when read that wondered; and others 
have been wondering, too. Few have wondered such 
good purpose William Prentice Princeton Uni- 
versity, who writes: 

profession teach Greek; but last sum- 
mer undertook teach elementary algebra boy 
fourteen. found his troubles algebra were the 
same those met dealing with the affairs his 
daily life, taking photographs and developing them, 
anything else. His greatest difficulty was exclud- 
ing irrelevant details and concentrating his mind upon 
abstract problems; and became convinced from actual 
experience that the best way help him overcome this 
difficulty was making him apply his attention alge- 
braic problems. did not find that the modern algebra 
consisted chiefly principles and formulas com- 
mitted memory and then applled mechanically, Mr. 
Flexner asserts. Many pages our book presented 
series problems, each which required certain 
amount original thinking. The problems were exceed- 
ingly simple: all but the essential elements were ex- 
cluded each case, and the boy was compelled apply 
his mind the solution problem for which had 
been sufficiently prepared, but which required his indi- 
vidual effort. The progress which made during the 
summer the ability think seemed justify 
abundanty the means used develop this invaluable 
capacity.” 

Truly, the ability think, indicated Professor 
Prentice, not real purpose education, what 
earth is? Dr. Flexner himself forced admit that, 
“Abstract thinking has, perhaps, never before played 
important part life this materialistic and scien- 
tific world ours—this world railroads, automobiles, 
wireless telegraphy, and international relationships. Our 
problems involve indeed concrete data and present them- 
selves concrete forms; but back the concrete details 
lie difficult and involved intellectual processes.” 

Perhaps Dr. Flexner needs reminded some- 
thing undoubtedly obvious his subliminal self: That 
the important consideration not what you study, but 
how you study; and that means, the case the child, 
who teaches you. child can secure mental discipline 
the power generalize the study history, arith- 
metic, Latin, physics, composition music, provided 
rightly taught. The mere fact having studied 
given subject all the subjects under the sun does not 
mean that one mentally disciplined; but any one 
them, rightly studied, gives generous plenty whole- 
some intellectual training. The main thing utilize 
the subjects teach, utilize them impart real mental 
discipline our students. Some offer greater oppor- 
tunities than others—Christian Doctrine, for instance, 
when taught should taught; but nary one 
them magic ointment which, once rubbed into 
child’s head, makes him the possessor disciplined 
mind. 

The Secret Style. Much has been written the 
art writing, but all may summed the saying 
that style consists having something say and say- 
ing it. Our children can hardly learn this too early; 
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know some college students who have learned almost 
too late. The rules for composition writing are simple 
enough: Think out your subjects; write out your thought; 
rub ramblings. think, and then express 
the thought, the whole thought and nothing but the 
thought—that the perfection style. 

Where Are the Fads Yesteryear? that 
our educational journals have ceased descant upon the 
Gary Plan, the Montessori Method, the teaching sex 
hygiene and the three thousand and thirty-three other 
projects that were renew the face the earth? 
course, the town Gary still the map and Mr. 
Wirt still the flesh and little children are still learn- 
ing pile cups and saucers and fit buttons into button- 
holes; but somehow the fads—for such, the strictest 
language social psychology they were—have ceased 
fads. What sound the ideas will remain, what 
fallacious will perish; and the wise ones the teach- 
ing fraternity will shake their heads they have often 
done before and realize that the work education 
there are short cuts. 

Patience and Genius. teaching everything 
else the sage French saying holds true: seeks 
and genius finds.” must give unlimited credit the 
men and women who work their way rule thumb 
success the art teaching; they are patient and 
meek, and has been written that the meek shall possess 
the land. But let not forget that every once 
while real educational genius appears, and proceeds 
find things. usually doesn’t know how finds 
them—knowing how the business philosophers; but 
discovers few north poles pedagogy almost while 
the rest wink. rules for him; needs rules. 
But those who are not geniuses do. 

And Youthful Genius. all remember the case 
Willim James Sidis. His father, Harvard professor, 
had ideas; the age three the boy was reading 
and writing, and eleven was lecturing the fourth 
dimension successful fashion that his Cambridge 
audience couldn’t get his drift. was precocious lad, 
according some; according his father, was merely 
well educated during the plastic period childhood. 

Now, confess have been watching for young 
Sidis during several years; have been consumed with 
unholy curiosity find out what had gained 
the intellectual side had not lost some other 
way. And lo, here the news that the learned strippling 
seventeen self-confessed woman hater! Women 
annoy him with their attentions; they are very inferior 
persons, thinks. 

Let not misunderstood. would not any- 
thing very wonderful the seventeen year old lad were 
merely say that doesn’t like girls. That fairly 
common the adolescent, whether not 
quently changes his mind. But this beardless son 
professorial father assumes the blasé attitude the dis- 
illusioned cynic. reminds that precocious child 
commemorated the immortal “Bab 


dear little lad 
Who drove ’em half mad, 
For turned out horribly fast little cad. 
His health didn’t thrive— 
longer alive, 
died enfeebled old dotard five!” 


Perhaps waste many opportunities childhood. 
But all the same well slowly. Forced 
growth unhealthy growth; and soon ripe, soon rotten.

simply and little crudely, the way things; or, 
nearer approach the language psychology, the 
manner our normal reaction upon our environment. 
Similarly, our philosophy teaching is, not what 
think about teaching write about teaching the ideals 
teaching expound meetings the brethren, but 
simply the way teach. Our philosophy teaching 
may may not accord with our theory teaching, 
but any event is. not identical with it; the theory 
teaching the philosophy teaching preaching 
practice. 

not infrequently happens that the teacher not 
aware some the elements that color and characterize 
his philosophy teaching; that has never gone into 
the matter thoroughly all, perhaps because has 
neither taste nor talent for introspection, perhaps because 
doesn’t think “practical” investigate psychological 
data. such teacher never occurs that his habitual 


classroom procedure may, despite seemingly good results. 


the way discipline and routine recitations, reality 
most uneducational nature because founded 
ideas inimical intellectual and moral growth. All teach- 
ers would well from time time investigate the 
nature the foundation ideas their philosophy teach- 
ing; and tentative fulcrum for one such exami- 
nation that these reflections are offered. 

Two foundation ideas the philosophy teaching are 
direction and suppression. Direction positive, dynamic 
and constructive; suppression negative, static and de- 
structive. Direction says suppression says “don’t.” 
Both direction and suppression—and this fact deserves em- 
phatic recognition—have their place every well ordered 
educational procedure; but the dominating idea should be, 
not suppression, but direction. Certain modern educa- 
tional faddists gravely err when they seex banish 
“don’t” from the teacher’s vocabulary; there are times 
when “don’t” said, and said quite loud. But those 
teachers err more gravely still who, whatever their theory 
the matter may be, practice confine themselves 
the negative attitude and professional decalogue that 
consists solely “thow shalt not.” 


The young teacher, like the tyro other branch 
human endeavor, more inclined suppression than 
direction. For this there are many reasons. little learn- 
ing dangerous thing, not because little, but be- 
cause concerns itself mainly, not entirely, with pro- 
hibitory precepts. Again, human nature dabble, 
interfere, fuss; and dabbling, interfering and fussing 
invariably express themselves the formula “thou shalt 
the young teacher prone have mis- 
Proporitoned notion both the nature and the importance

discipline and accordingly frames more less rigid 
rules, for his own conduct and that his pupils, all 
which begin with “don’t.’ 

Our Blessed Lord the Perfect Teacher, and 
well when make Him our professional Model. 
fruitful and salutary, therefore, examine His conduct 
toward the ideas direction and suppression. careful 
study His precepts and His practice, recorded the 
New Testament, will show clearly and triumphantly that 
Our Savior’s teaching was prevailingly directive. From 
time time find the negative command exhorta- 
tion: not the Pharisees, sad,” “He that the 
field, let him not back take his coat,” “Tell the vision 
man.” But much more frequently the positive, 
dynamic suggestion that falls from Divine Lips: 
“Love your enemies, good them that hate you,” “If 
thy eye scandalize thee, pluck out and cast from thee,” 
“Forbid him not, for that not against you for you.” 
And more careful consideration Our Lord’s words will 
show, the last that several instances coun- 
sels negative form are positive substance and spirit. 

Holy Mother Church, conserving the spirit her Di- 
vine Founder and acting under the inspiration the Holy 
Ghost, has through the ages preserved toward the faithful 
attitude wise and helpful direction. She has, course, 
her distinctly negative commands; but these, compari- 
son with her wealth directive counsels and constructive 
suggestions, are relatively few. Thus, must not miss 
mass Sundays and holidays obligation; but may 
hear mass daily choose. Interpreting for the com- 
mandment God, the Church tells that must not 
commit sins the flesh, and that may assume the obli- 
gations the vow chastity. Defining for the virtue 
temperance, she condemns, not the use, but the abuse, 
alcoholic drink. attitude toward direction and sup- 
pression has been happily formulated St. Augustine: 
“Tn essential things, unity; non-essential things, liberty; 
all things, charity.” 

And conversely, may pertinent point out here 
that, though the theory Protestantism makes much 
liberty and uplift and the cant phrase about the welfare 
humanity, its practice has been far otherwise. Protest- 
antism has been consistently intolerant, and that the 
only consistent thing about Protestantism. The very 
name, involving the notion protest, suggestive 
negative attitude. The history Protestantism, 
Balmes the one hand and Guizot the other, have 
admirably pointed out, record the growth and 
dissemination destructive idea. tore down and took 
away; what has built and given back? And not 
without deep significance that social and political move- 
ments which our own day seek interfere with legiti- 
mate human liberty, which assail recognized human rights, 
which are negative their principles, destructive their 
attitude and static their results, have originated 
Protestant communities, are preached from Protestant pul- 
pits and are propagated Protestant doctrinaires. 
may stimulating, almost bizarre, remember that 
the Catholic teacher the Catholic school, when his work 
mainly suppressive, really conforms his teaching the 
ideals Luther, Calvin, Knox, and those dear broad- 
minded Pilgrim Fathers who were enthusiastically tol- 
erant intolerance. 

Yet all this must not blind our eyes the need wise 
employment suppression whenever really neces- 
sary. child’s tendency unseasonable mirth, fish- 
ing when ought school, engage wool- 
gathering instead study, “look over” book rather 
than read it—these and things like them call for suppres- 
sive measures. But—and this deserves made rule, 
indeed made law—bare suppression must recog- 
nized insufficient. may, momentarily, check evil; 


can never, reason its very nature, accomplish posi- 
tive good. 
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The teacher should, occasion, say, “don’t that”; 
but should never fail add, word 
tion, “instead, this.” Thus young disciplinarian 
merely abuses his vocal chords when tells disorderly 
class not make much noise. Let him suggest the 
class something worth the doing, and they will have in- 
clination make noise. What the use telling boy 
not raed trashy books, you not show him how 
read worth while books? can you effectively 
break him the habit lying you not bring him 
realize something the beauty and the sacredness 
truth? 

evil species suppression sometimes manifests it- 
self unsuspected ways. Thus, the teacher who does too 
much for the pupils—who does the work himself instead 
letting the children it—is really carrying out de- 
structive principle teaching. Thus, the teacher who 
rhapsodizes pious theme during the Christian Doctrine 
period instead asking stimulating and suggestive ques- 
tions suppressing the aspirations young souls toward 
heavenly light and grace. Thus, the teacher who, rea- 
son his insistence trivial rules deport- 
ment, makes his pupils clever hypocrites, sup- 


presses them naturalness behavior and checks their 


normal development. 


Every experienced school official will agree that the 
successful teacher, whether the high school the 
grades, finds very little occasion exercise suppression. 
And every progressive teacher—meaning the teacher who 
making progress distinguished from the teacher who 
rut—will admit that his advance toward his ideal 
personal and professional efficiency has been accom- 
panied and indicated less and less frequent use 
suppressive measures. And why? Not because human 
nature has changed either teacher pupils, not because 
there less material for suppression; but because the 
teacher who knows how teach tactful and stimulat- 
ing director who has realized great truth from which the 
eyes many pedagogues are held—the truth, namely, that 
direction implies suppression. 


But direction implies suppression, there can 
constructive movement practical pedagogy without 
some sort preparatory destructive movement, why in- 
sist the distiriction between the two elements the 
teacher’s philosophy? 

The distinction warranted for two reasons. the 
first place, while direction implies suppression, the con- 
verse not true; direction may follow suppression, and 
should, but means implied. And, secondly, 
when direction rather than suppression made the con- 
trolling principle teaching, the necessary work 
suppressive nature performed, not the teacher, but 
the pupils. Really, the suppression that all right direc- 
tion implies auto-suppression. 


Necessarily abstract, this view may made little 
clearer example. have student who remiss 
and apparently backward written expression. has 
stated that “hates” composition writing, and util- 
izes every pretext avoid his regular class themes. Now, 
pour upon his head the vials wrath, wound his 
spirit with the venomed arrows sarcasm. ask him, 
devoted his duties while young; and possibly adopt 
that most futile all negative procedures, “keép him in” 
make his deficiencies. The result? Increase his 
distaste for written expression, paralysis whatever talent 
for may possess, accretion trouble and irritations 
for both us; word, all loss and gain. Suppose, 
the other hand, that follow constructive method 
treatment. find some subject which vitally in- 
terested—possibly opines that the summer vacation 
not long enough—and get him express his views there- 
on. Then, while giving him generous praise for some 
the qualities his work, show him that one two 
other respects has not done either himself his subject 
justice—that his erratic punctuation his loose sentence 
structure puts him disadvantage. this point 
will probably say, “Oh, didn’t take time enough 
right,” and registers mental vow give more atten- 
tion his next theme. Let the treatment continued 
until the patent cured. have directed him; and has 
suppressed himself.

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TRAINING FOR CHARACTER 
The Spirit Compromise 

Dr. John Hilken, President Princeton University, 
reported have said recent interview; “If were 
asked name the greatest defect the present under- 
graduate, should say his tendency postpone until 
tomorrow the work today.”

The Catholic teacher, particular, who has been try- 
ing develop her pupils, rectitude judgment, and 
strength moral will readily agree with 
that here one the chief obstacles success. And 
since must combat this moral malady chiefly pre- 
ventive measures, since treatment successful must 
begun the very earliest stages the disease and 
must kept long after the most obvious symptoms 
have disappeared most important that the teacher 
able recognize its symptoms, that she know the 
origin, life-history and habits its germ and, abpve all, 
that she convinced beforehand the dangerous nature 
this ailment. The children who are most danger 
contracting the disease are just those bright amiable, con- 
ciliating characters whom everybody loves.

Mary would not lie (another ugly word!)—but 
Mary dissembles, evades, prevaricates, flatters. Mary 
does not hesitate cheat play game.

For the work upbuilding such 
character will require infinite courage and patience— 
even under the most favorable conditions. 

If, usually the case with this kind char- 
acter, our student has that sort facile cleverness which, 
spite daily neglected duty, carries her with cer- 
tain degree success through her examinations, there 
little left work on. And must not hope for much 
help from the parents such children. Likely not 
they will blame the teacher for Mary’s shortcomings. 
“Mary such charming girl—so intelligent—and 
affectionate and obliging.” And then the admiring mother 
regales you with the faithfully recorded story “sacri- 
fices” which Mary has made this that occasion “to 
please friend—a brother sister.” 

But look little deeper into those examples heroic 
virtue.

POULTRY STUDY SCHOOLS 


THE POULTRY HOUSE 
There are many different kinds 


poultry houses. Too much emphasis 
cannot placed upon the construc- 
tion the right kind house. 
Any the different houses which are 
advocated will suitable they are 
constructed according certain sci- 
entific principles. The most impor- 
tant consideration building poul- 
try house consider the health 
and comfort the fowls. 

approaching the subject poul- 
try houses, make use the 
own experiences. Few poultry raisers 
have the same kind houses. Lead 
the pupils see that those persons 
who have most attention 
their houses are the most successful. 
Ask different ones describe the 
methods used home. From all the 
answers given, these facts should 
stand out prominently: First, the 
house must located dry place 
with southern exposure. The floor, 
whether dirt, concrete, boards, 
must all times dry. many 
poultry houses are built hill sides, 
the board necessary. 
The dirt floor the least expensive. 
When dirt floor used, the surface 
the ground leveled up, 
eight inches the surface removed 
and layer stone placed closely 
together should cover this surface. 
Over the stone place layer cinders 
fine gravel. Place upon this about 
nine inches dry dirt. will 
necessary replace the dirt 


becomes damp and filthy. Dry feet’ 


mean clean eggs and more them. 
Damp feet mean dirty eggs and few 
them. Second—ventilation. large 
amount fresh air necessary. 
Drafts should never blow directly 
over the birds. part the house 
facing the South should open. 
the coldest weather, curtain can 
dropped which will permit the fresh 
air pass thru and the foul air 
pass out. There should cracks 
the back sides the house. 
The open front admits sunlight which 
hot only keeps the house dry, but 
destroys disease germs. The opening 
should not extend below three feet 
from the floor. Otherwise, snow and 
rain would blow into the coop and 
sunlight would excluded. Third— 
handiness. Poultry requires careful 
attention. The house should lo- 
cated near the home and not too great 
distance from the barn. Gates, 
doors and the entire interior arrange- 
ment should such economize 
space and time. Fourth—the cost. 
Frequently boys and girls are turned 
from the poultry business owing 
the cost equipment. The largest 
item cost always considered the 
coop.

THE NEWLY COMPLETED CREIGHTON ’VARSITY GYMNASIUM. 


Creighton University recently opened its new gymnasium, which took 
nearly a year to complete. The simplicity of the exterior is much less severe 
in reality than in the picture, which cannot reveal the details of color and per- 
spective. In planning the gymnasium attention was concentrated on the features 
the interior, and the arrangement these perforce defined the contour 
the exterior. Ample dimensions were sought, and to secure these the money 
was spent, and not on outside adornment. Decidedly the most distinctive fea- 
ture of the building is its comprehensiveness. Here there is a marked departure 
from the conventional type western colleges. The number courts, for 
example, is altogether unusual in the West. However, every expert consulted 
emphasized their importance, for it is now recognized that comparatively few 
young men keep a sustained and consistent interest in physical exercise if the 
exercise has not the nature of a game. Gymnastics and drill cannot fascinate, 
except perhaps the start, and are soon discontinued when 
Hand-ball and games the kind have unfailing charm for all ages and 
dispositions and the same time afford excellent exercise. nearly all the 
late a of the East effort is made to provide as many game courts 
possible. 

Distinctive, too, are the club features of the building. Many of the large 
colleges have their Unions and distinct club houses where students can find 
recreation and entertainment in a favorable environment. At Creighton these 


will be consolidated with the gymnasium, and in every respect will be ample to 
fill all needs for years to come. 


NEW ST. RITA’S SCHOOL, CHICAGO, ILL., DEDICATED. 


St. Rita’s new church and school recently erected in Chicago was formally 
dedicated Oct. 28, His Grace, Archbishop Mundelein. 

Ground was broken for the new building Sept. 21, 1915, and work pro- 
—— rapidly enough to permit the laying of the corner stone early in No- 
vember. 

The new school, or rather that portion of it which has just been com- 
pleted, occupies ground space approximately 125 125 feet and two sto- 
ries and basement in height. 

The upper story has been arrangfied for seven classrvoms, part of which 
houses convertible chapel and parish hall, all accommodating the neigh- 
borhood of eight hundred people, and one standard classroom. The convertible 
hood of eight hundred people, and one standard classroom. The convertible 
area in the auditorium was devised by the pastor and permits of easy change 
from church to school hall. 

In the basement there will be found a large playroom for the children, 
together with toilet facilities adjacent to the boiler room, coal bins and the ven- 
tilating fan room. 

The exterior of the building is in a classic spirit, with a generous pilaster 
treatment in Romans doric, and is built up of red face brick and gray terra 
cotta. The general treatment indicates the Roman simplicity of detail and form 
with a striking exhibition and solidity and strength combining to shape a most 
harmonious and dignified whole. 

The interior of the building is of standard fireproof school construction 
with large light rooms equipped with the latest in school furniture. Exits are 
plentiful and are reached by means of iron stairways wide and roomy.

Systematic Guidance for ‘Teachers Training the 


Charles Barnum, Critic Teacher, Brooklyn, New 
York, inteersting contribution recent issue 
“The Pedagogical Seminary” emphasizes the following 

oints: 

Observation the work done teachers-in-training 
and their own testimony personal conference, reveal 
certain common deficiencies: First, young teachers lack 
the habit reflecting their own work for the purpoes 
profiting experience. Instead this, many them 
have unconsciously acquired the habit mourning over 
their failures. “My children don’t thing,” has 
familiar ring most us. Can train these young 
people from the very beginning put their energy into 
reasoning instead into emotion. “To keep intellectual 
side up?” believe can about systemat- 
ically. And certainly worth the effort, for the estab- 
lishment among any considerable number our youngest 
teachers would make for more proficient spirit and 
more scientific attitude mind our teaching force. 
would make for happiness putting teacher’s happiness 
her own hands. 

Teachers often say: discouraged. never 
receive word praise.” One who works problem 
with the mental attitude the scientist, the thoughtful 
observer, has little need praise from superior officers. 
teacher not likely either static discon- 
tented. 

Satisfaction comes with the joy discovery. Mental 
depression has little hold mind actually engaged 
thought. Moreover, there can one interested 
teacher’s work she herself. one can know the 
breadth and depth but herself. one can improve 
much but herself. This thought gives the beginner 
stimulating feeling adulthood and prevents any atti- 
tude slavishness. 

Considerable emphasis has been laid and must laid 
the preparation lessons. would not decrease the 
time spent preparation, but submit that very im- 
portant factor preparation lost reflection the 
previous work lesson giving and the pupils’ re- 
sponse neglected. This brings the second lack that 
young teachers exhibit—the habit basing the work 
presented the pupils the needs individual chil- 
dren. very difficult thing guage the abilities 
forty-five more human beings any age. 
equally difficult task give each the exercise which 
the next logical step his education. only close 
study and deep thought that these can odne. But the 
more difficult the greater the need begining 
the very outset cultivate the habit observing the 
individual child and adapting each day’s work his needs. 

may argued that place such aim before the 
beginner bewildering and discouraging. This would 
true the work training not made systematic 
and obviously progressing towards the end showing 
the students practical ways observing and studying 
children and practical methods using the knowledge 
thus gained. Moreover the approach the subject needs 
attractive and convincing. Otherwise scare and 
shoken confidence may follow the first plunge. 

This brings the thidr great lack the young 
teacher. may called lack conviction rather than 
lack habit. Too many them have escaped from 
the practice term unconvinced that the best discipline may 
obtained through good teaching. The cling the idea 
that they could get discipline first, teaching would 
matter. This not matter glossed over 
and kept the background. better grapple with 
the outset, for often unhappiness and loss 
health and spirits are the result this struggle get 
discipline first. Too much effort cannot spent es- 
tablishing the conviction the minds the pupils’ teach- 
ers that their salvation “discipline” sought 
good teaching.
